Ratchford is also here. He will likely 
be asked to preside at the convention. 
District President Dolan la enthusias- 
tic over the movement. His recent 
tour among the miners in the central 
coal fields convinced him that a strong 
and powerful

formed. The great benefit of unionism 
was brought out during the recent na- 
tional suspension. With a good organ- 
ization the diggers believe that a bet-

A STARTLING CONFESSION. 


If True It Should Save the lilfb of 


Thsodore Dun-ant. 


Morgan, Tex., Nov. 24.—In March last 


Joseph E. Blanther, alias Forbes, com- 
mitted suicide in the Meridian jail In 
this county. 
The developments of 


the past few days brings to light a 
more startling crime, of which be is 
self confessed, than was the murder 
of Mrs. Langfeldt, for which' he was 
hunted. 


While in the Meridian jail Blanther is 


known to have had much conversation 
with a man named Pitts, who was con- 
fined on a minor charge. Pitts has 
just discovered a letter which was 
placed in his pocket by Blanther on the 
latter's last night on earth. The let- 
ter, with other papers, had worked 
through a hole in his pocket, and hung 
in the lining. The Blanther letter Bays 
hi part: 


"As this is my last day on earth, I 


wish to say that I cannot die without 
telling a truth. I murdered Mrs. L.ang- 
feldt, also Blanche Lament and Minnie 
Williams. I put this in your coat pocket, 
and hope you will find it hi time to save 
the life of Durrant." 


The letter written by Blanther was 


compared with a letter written by him 
to County Treasurer Handle while he 
(Blanther) was teaching school at 
Kopperl, this county, and the identi- 
fication is pronounced to be beyond 
doubt. The original written confession 
is now in the possession of Word. Dll- 
lard & Word, who will at once notify 
the San Francisco officials of the start- 
ling confession.

Madrid, Nov. 24.—Premier Sagasta, 


replying yesterday to a Catalan depu- 
tation, formally declared that the gov- 
ernment of Si'ain could in no way 
modify its program of autonomy for 
Cuba. Continuing, the premier ex- 
pressed the hope that the Cuban as- 
sembly would elect a commission which 
would co-operate with a Spanish com- 
mission in determining the commercial 
relations between Cuba and Spain by 
consulting their mutual interests. 


This is interpreted as meaning that 


the cabinet will adopt the scheme of 
Senor Moie*, the minister for the colo- 
nies, who announced to a Catalan del- 
egation that he had fully considered 
the general interest of the colonies, and 
was convinced that his policy alone 
would lead to a peaceful solution. Con- 
tinuing, Senor Moret explained to the 
Catalan delegates that in dealing with 
the colonies national and not merely 
certain industrial interests must be 
considered. 


Wants a Bigger Reward. 


Atlanta, Nov. 24.—Governor Jones, of 


Arkansas, wires The Journal that he 
will give a reward of $500 for the arrest 
and conviction of the murdeier of J. 
M. Clayton, who was assassinated in 
Plummerville, Ark., in November, 1888. 
Luther Aiken, a convict guard, of Pitts. 
Ga., tells The Journal that he knows 
the murderer and has sufficient evi- 
dence to convict him, but that a re- 
ward of $500 would be no inducement 
for him to disclose the guilty party. 
If Aiken's clew is reliable the murderer 
of Clayton is probably a convict who la 
now serving a term in the Georgia pen- 
itentiary.

It was 
Dr. Skilton who exhumed the body of 
the unfortunate Emperor Maximilllan 
and sent it to Austria at the request 
of the ruler of that country, and It was 
he who obtained the release of Max- 
imUlian's former prime minister.

"The best way to wash blankets?" 


said the superintendent of one of New- 
York's largest laundries. 
"Well, the 


first tiling to be considered is the 
soap. It should be a good white soap, 
and free from resin. Slice the soap in 
a kettle of hot water and put it over 


I the fire until it dissolves; there is 110 


need for it to boil. 
Then pour it into 


the tub and turn on the water, which 
should be hot—almost scalding. Mix 
the two together so as to form a good 
lather: then put in your blankets. Let 
them remain in this water about fif- 
teen or twenty minutes, covering the 
tub so as to keep in the steam; then 
souse them up and do^ n with the 
hands and turn them over in the wa- 
ter for a few minutes. 
One of my 


women, who is very successful, has a 
large tin funnel that she uses to man- 
ipulate her blankets with. She takes 
it by the stem and presses the month 
of the funnel up and down ou the 
blankets, turns them over and keeps 
up the process until she thinks that 
every part has had the water passed 
through it by the suction of the fun- 
nel; 
then takes them out and passes 


through the wringer. 
While she is. 


perhaps, my best blanket washer, I 
haven't sufficient faith in her funnel 
theory to think it r.t all necessary, 
though I think it nmch better than 
using a stick, which should never be 
allowed, as it is almost certain to 
make holes in the blanket. 


"In passing through the wringer it 


should always go lengthwise. 
After 


the first Avringing comes a second tub 
of hot water, in whr h has been put a 
a goodly supply of ammonia; then 
another wringing and another tub of 
hot water, with just enough of the 
soap mixture to make a good suds— 
not a thick suds, nothing like as thick 
a suds as the first, but just enough to 
make the water smooth to the touch. 
After a thorough rinsing in this w.ater 
it should be passed through the wring- 
er or wrung with the hands lengthwise 
and hung in the wind to dry. It 
should never be hung in the sun, as 
it makes it yellow. 
Soap containing 


resin will also cause yellowness, and 
cold water harshness. I know you 
want to know why I put soap in the 
last rinsing water—to make the blan- 
ket soft and pliable: otherwise it 
would be harsh and stiff, almost as 
much so as if washed in cold water. 
And what I have told you about blan- 
kets is true about all flannels, from 
the finest to the coarsest."

Scalloped Tomatoes—Put in a but- 


tered baking dish a Ja3'er of bread 01 
cracker crumbs seasoned Avith bits ol 
butter, then a layer of sliced tomatoes 
seasoned with pepper, salt and sugai 
if desired, then a layer of crumbs, 
and so on till dish is full, finishing 
with the crumbs. Bake from three- 
quarters of an hour to an hour.

outer leaves and cut stock off flat at 
the bottom; wash the head well in 
cold water, then soak, the top down- 
ward, iu salt and -water one hour.

When done, 


lift carefully from the water and stand 
it in a round, shallow dish, stem? 

If two heads are cooked 
place them in a platter, stems to the 
centre of the plattir; serve with a 
cream dressing. 


Chee*e Puffs—Th< ge are delicious, 


and are quickly mad;; without yeast. 
Use half-cup hot water, quarter-cup 
of butter and half-teaspoon of salt- 
Boil these, and when boiling add 
three-quarters of a cup of dry pastry 
flour, stirring well. 
When cool add 


two eggs, one at a time. 
When thor- 


oughly mixed drop in small teaspoon 
fuls on a buttered baking pan; brush 
over with the white of egg and sprin- 
kle with grated cheese, in which ha*> 
l>een put the least bit of cayenne- 
Bake about twenty minutes and serve 
hot with some kind of salad. * 


Mixed Pickles — Four quarts ol 


sliced green tomatoes, two quarts of 
sliced onions, four quarts of encum- 
bers pared and slired, four quarts of 
cauliflower broken apart, one-half cup 
salt. 
Let all stand o^er night, then 


drain, boil the cauliflower twenty-five 
minutes and drain again. Scald in 
one gallon of vinegar one-half cup of 
celery seed, one-half ounce allspice, 
one tnblcspoonfnl of \\bo3e black pep- 
per, two tnblespoonfnl* imiMard seed, 
and one pound of brown sugar.

This action 
of the commission leaves the door open 
to no end of jobbery and expenditure> 
and if the people of Pennsylvania don't 
have a nice little bill to foot it will be a 
marvel. It won't be boodlers' fault if 
they don't get their work in on this job. 


The University of Pennsylvania is 


about to inaugurate a free lecture system 
which is designed to bring the institution 
into closer touch with the State at large, 
and greatly extend the scope of its edu- 
cational influence. The plan is to send 
out through Pennsylvania a numbei of 
the most competent University profess- 
ors to lecture on scientific and literary 
subjects. 
Their expenses are to be 


borne by the institution, and the lectures 
will be free. 


Every county and city superintendent 


of public instruction in the State has 
been notified of the plan and already the 
requests for lectures have been greater 
than can be complied with. One of the 
objects to be attained is the establish- 
ment of a large number of local lecture 
organizations in different counties of the 
State. 


The people of Pennsylvania need to 


look well to the nominees for the next 
legislature. Not one of the boodlers jot 
the last legislature should be permitted 
to return to Harrisburg as a legislator. 
Both parties should givoattention to this 
part of their ticket. There were bad 
Democrats as well as Republicans in foe 
last legislature. 
If the people are wide 


awake and attend the primaries we shall 
have a better legislature next year. 


The coming session of Congress 


be one of more than ordinary interest. 
The Hawaiian annexation treaty, the 
Cuban troubles, and the currency reform 
are a few of the topics that will provoke 
discussion. Congress will assemble on 
the first Monday of December at noon. 
President McKinley's first message to a 
regular session of congress will be pre- 
sented at this session and will be looked 
for with considerable interest. 


The richest town in the United States 


is Brookline, near Boston. Its popula- 
tion is 17,000, and a valuation of $60,000,- 
000, yet it is governed through the typi- 
cal New England town meeting. It has 
a public library containg 45,000 volumes, 
a $300,000 high school, a $400,000 free 
bathing establishment, and spends 100,- 
000 a year on its parks and well shaded 
streets. Boston would gladly annex it, 
but Brookline prefers to go on as it is 
combining city life with the pleasures of 
the country, and no council on the 
metropolitan plan. 


' Wanamaker on Advtrtising.

laid aside and spent $40,000. I bare 
done better this 3 ear and shall increase 
the sum as tbe profits warrant it. I owe 
my success to r.cw spapers, and to them I 
freely give a ceitain profit of my yearly 
businc4-?.

A 'Rich 'Prisoner. 


On Monday evening a fire broke out 


in the large bank barn and outbuildings 
on the farm of Jesse Lame, of near Ber- 
mudian, Adams county, about 5 miles 
north of East Berlin, and consumed all 
the contents of these buildings. A large 
amount of grain, all the cattle, several 
head of horses, and a number of tons of 
hay and straw all went up in smoke.

In the 
lining of his hat were found $250 in bank 
notes; $150 in gold was discovered in his 
hip pocket; $320 in notes.and on other 
parts of his person were found $220 mak- 
ing a total of $940. He'also had one gold, 
one silver and one nickel watch. The 
name of the presoner is Jesse Beam, and 
he tails from Franklin township, York 
county. 


Killed by the Cars. 


Charles Wildasin, aged about 35 years 


foimerly of Hanover, was fatally injured 
Tuesday night by being run over by a 
car, in the Western Maryland Railroad 
yard at Baltimore, 
clock Wednesday morning. 


Wildasin was yard conductor at Bal- 


timore and his duties were to superin- 
tend the making up of trains. While 
at this work on Tuesday evening, a stone 
caught in a switch he intended to use.

(Death of Joseph Stambaugk. 
Joseph V. Stambangh, a highly respect- 


ed citizen of McSherrystown, died very 
suddenly of apoplexy last Wednesday 
evening, aged 72 years and 3 months. At 
the tune of death Mr. Stambaugh was as- 
sisting in hauling corn fodder to his barn 
from a nearby field.

After the death of his mother, 
he with his brother Samuel lived togeth- 
er in their large brick house on Main 
street, McSherrystown. Three years ago 
Samuel died, and since then Joseph has 
lived alone, doing his own cooking and 
housework. He was a man of consider- 
able means, and was an active member 
of Holy Trinity Catholic church. His 
remains were interred at Conewago 
Chapel. 


The last will of deceased was read af- 


ter the funeral Saturday morning, and 
was found to provide that after the pay- 
ment of his funeral expenses, the erec- 
tion of a monument at his grave not to 
exceed in cost $300, and the payment of 
bequests of $100 each to the pastor of 8t.

tained 7jy riljfrim Fathers. 


The first Thanksgiving was ap- 


pointed by Governor Bradford, at Ply- 
month, Massachusetts, in 1621, the 
year following the lauding of the Pil- 
grims, in order that the Colonists in a 
more special way could rejoice together 
at having all things in good and plen- 
ty, -writes Clifford Howard, in the 
Ladies' Home Journal. In prepara- 
tion for the feast "gunners were sent 
into the woods for wild turkeys, which 
abounded there in great 
numbers; 


kitchens were made ready for prepar- 
ing the feast—especially the large on* 
in Dame Brewster's house, which was 
under the immediate direction and 
charge of Priscilla Molines, she who 
afterward became the wife of John 
Alden—while a- messenger was dis- 
patched to invite Massasoit, the chief 
of the friendly tribe,»to attend the cel- 
ebration. 


"Early on the morning of the ap- 


pointed Thursday—about the first of 
November—Massasoit and ninety of 
his warriors arrived on the outskirts of 
the village, and with wild yells an- 
nounced their readiness to enjoy the 
hospitality of their white brethren. 
The little settlement, vhich now con- 
sisted of seven dwellings and four 
public buildings, was soon astir with 
men, women and children, who gave 
the Indians a hearty welcome as they 
filed into the Iarg3 square in front of 
the Governor's house. Soon the roll 
of a drum announced the hour of 
prayer, for no day was begun without 
this religious service. Then followed 
a holiday of feasting aud recreation, 
which continued not only that day but 
during the two succeeding days. 
The 


usual routine of duties was suspended; 
the children romped about in merry 
play; the young men indulged in ath- 
letic sports and games in friendly 
rivalry with the Indians; the little 
American army of twenty men, under 
the leadership of Miles Staudish, went 
through its drill and manual of arms, 
to the great delight and astonishment 
of the natives, while the women busied 
themselves in the careful preparation 
of the excellent meals, which were 
eaten in the open air."'

Eoss kept bis promise. 
He went to 


work at his trade and in due time be- 
came nn editor and proprietor. 
Not 


long after the war Kansas had one of 
its regular rip-roaring senatorial con- 
tests, which resulted in the election 
uf the printer-editor, Edmund G. Eoss. 
He weitt to Washington a Republican, 
but wonld not follow his party in tlie 
enterprise to depose President Andrew 
Tolmson. The Kansas Republicans 
never forgave him. Since then lie has i 
been a Democrat. 


When Mr. Cleveland became presi- 


lent the first time Eoss was a typeset- 
ter on a Xew Mexico paper and verv 
poor.

Paper Bottles;. 


A German paperrnaker recently ob- 


tained letters patent on bottles inade 
of paper, for use on board of ships 
particularly. 
It has been a cause of 


much damage to steamer lines that in 


weather a large number of bottles 


and other liquors are broken 


in the storerooms in spite of every 
precaution. The new bottles are ma le 
of a composition which, with the solu- 
tion iii which they are made Avater- 
tight, is still the inventor's secret. 
After being impregnated with this 
fluid the paper bottles are slowly dried 
in gas stoves, and this process of dry- 
ing must be watched carefully, for 
otherwise the bottles wonld remain 
porous and allow the fluids kept 
therein to leak out. These bottles 
can be handled roughly without the 
least apprehension; neither the pitch- 
ing nor rolling of a great steamer dur- 
ing rough weather, nor the breaking 
down of a truck npon which they are 
loaded loosely would be apt to'dam- 
age a single paper bottle.—Hartford 
Times.

A WAIL FROM EKGLAKD. 


Leading Briton Explains the Declln* 


of Brltl»b Export*. 


London, Nov. 24.—Right Hon. Charles 


T. Richie, president of the board of 
trade, made an important speech be- 
fore the 
Chamber of Commerce of 


Croyden yesterday, taking as his theme 
the decline of British exports during 
the last ten months, upon which he 
hung: a grave warning against Ameri- 
can competition, now "ousting British 
trade." 


Mr. Ritchie, after declaring that the 


Dingley tariff and the engineering trade 
dispute were mainly responsible for the 
recent decline of exports, and after 
pointing out that England had no 
•weapons against the tariff, said there 
was a great deal of talk in commercial 
circles about the serious competition of 
Germany, but he thought they were too 
ept to overlook a much more serious 
competitor, the United States. 


"The facts are serious," he contin- 


ued, "and call upon us for the exercise 
of all our powers to enable us to main- 
tain our position in the commercial 
•world. There is no doubt the United 
States are executing orders which ought 
to be executed here. As we all know, 
an American firm obtained the contract 
for the Central Underground railway 
(of London), as its bid was lower than 
those of the English concerns, and it 
could deliver the supplies three months 
ahead of the British tenders Many 
important continental orders have gone 
to America. 


"The same is to be said of Egypt 


and Japan, where the Americans are 
doing work that Englishmen should 
have done. In consequence of the en- 
gineering dispute many orders are 
leaving the country, and, unfortunately, 
these orders seldom return. 


"America's successful competition is 


due to her enterprise in embarking cap- 
ital, but it is yet more due to the free- 
dom her manufacturers enjoy of em- 
ploying the best machinery and work- 
ing it in the most economical manner, 
untrammeled by the restrictions which 
have hampered manufacturers here. 
Everyone having his country^lnterest 
at heart must hope that tomorrow"* 
Conference will lead to a settlement of 
the unfortunate engineering "dispute."
